This communication is a non-final rejection on the merits in response to a request for 
continued examination (RCE) received on May 25 th , 201 1. 

Interference 

1. Applicant has suggested an interference pursuant to 37 CFR 41.202(a) in a 
communication filed May 25 th , 20 1 1 . 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. The following is an excerpt from independent 
claim 41 that includes limitations that are absent from the drawings (emphasis by Examiner): 

"wherein the individual protective barriers are formed by netting sections that 
are bordered by a respective frame such that each of the plurality of protective 
barriers is bordered by a respective frame and one of the protective barriers is 
bordered by a first frame of one shape on one side of the vehicle and 
another one of the protective barriers is bordered by a second, differently 
shaped frame on another side." 

The claimed barrier must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 41-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

The primary discrepancy between the claims and the support is in the claimed protective 
barrier. The claims state that the barriers are bordered by two frames, each having their own 
unique shape and positioned on different sides of a vehicle. While the Applicant's disclosure 
may support a shaped frame, the support is silence with regard to the use of differently shaped 
frames positioned on different sides of a vehicle. The Applicant's disclosure, namely Figures 2 
and 3, clearly illustrate protection of a only single side of the vehicle.
